W illiam Collins, alias Jam es Mc- 
Cue, who is confined to tlie Lee coun­ 
ty jail under bonds of $, '>(10 holding 
him to the September grand jury on 
a charge of forgery, attempted sui­ 
cide at about 7:30 o’clock last night 
when, with a safety razor blade, 
ha 
severed the artery in his left wrist, 
and but for the discovery of his con­ 
dition by d iaries 
Moody, another 
prisoner, he would have un loubtodly 
accomplished his purpose of self-de­ 
struction. 


Collins, who had stolen the blade 
from a safety razor set which 
tlie 
prisoners had been allowed to use 
about four days ago, spent the even­ 
ing alone in the east aisle, 
while 
Moody sat near the windows at the 
west side of the cell room. Some time 
after he had severed the blood ves­ 
sel he walked 
around to the west 
aisle, where he threw the razor blade 
into a lavatory, and then retraced 
his steps to the east aisle where he 
sat on a steam pipe.
